The Truth 
DownUnder

As classes started last week, 
what one would have thought to be a 
minor issue has been elevated to an 
almost panic across the Laurentian 
campus. Rumors have spread through 
not only the students, but also admin- 
istration and alumni want to know 
exactly what is going on with The 
Pub DownUnder. 

It all seemed to start last week 
when The Pub, for the first time in a 
long time, was not open all day dur- 
ing the first week of class. Although 
a notice was posted on the doors 
explaining when The Pub would 
resume it's normal operating hours, a 
slight panic ensued. 

In an article printed in the 
September 13th edition of L'Orignal 
dechain^ (the AEF run campus news- 
paper), writer Yvon Payer tried to 
break the story of the Pub being closed 
on Mondays and Tuesdays (which as 
stated earlier was posted on the doors 
of The Pub) insinuating that those 
nights were not profitable. 

According to Pub DownUnder 
manager Pierre Dubois, The Pub's 
decision to close those days weighed 
heavily on the fact that Monday and 
Tuesday nights were the least popu- 
lar Pub nights. "It's hard to compete 
with a bar like Ralph's on Tuesday 
nights," Pierre explained. *Tt's also 
hard to come up with some kind of 
draw every night of the week. 
Centering on Wednesday through 
Saturday nights makes for better Pub 
Nights." 

Many faculty members have 
voiced concern over not being able to 
go to The Pub for a smoke break, or 
a drink after work. In past years The 



Pub became more of a smoking hang- 
out for students and faculty, without 
much in the way of revenue from 
these quasi-patrons. Due to this, and 
other health factors, The Pub will 
now be implementing a non-smok- 
ing rule during lunch hours. One 
alumnist that contacted Lambda was 
outraged over this fact and claimed 
that "if people can't stand the smoke, 
they should go somewhere else." This 
type of view leads one to belive that 
the smoking ban is a good thing. 

One problem that The Pub 
faced has this year was a lot of staff 
from last year have graduated and 
moved on. Although the security and 
DJing positions were still filled, part- 
time bartenders were needed. There 
were enough to run the night shifts 
during Frosh Week, but day shifts 
were not covered. 

Another problem that has 
plagued The Pub's opening week is 
the service of lunch. Sodexo-Marriot 
will be serving lunch in The Pub 
(hence the no-smoking rule) Monday 
through Friday, but due to equipment 
problems have not been able to start 
this service immediately. The lunches 
will start soon, but just like the no 
smoking, there will be no open bar at 
this time. 

Other rumors about The Pub 
that have been floating around are a 
$40 000 - $50 (XX) debt that The Pub 
has supposedly run from last year. 
After a lot of checking this rumor has 
been shown to be just that, a rumor. 
As for the insinuation by L'Orignal 
ddchaind that The Pub is being mis- 
managed, the Students' General As- 
sociation has told Lambda that they 
are "truly happy with the manage- 
ment of The Pub," 




One thing that many people 
have failed to realize is that The Pub 
DownUnder is owned and operated 
by the Students' General Associa- 
tion. The Pub is operated and open 
for the students of Laurentian by the 
SGA. Students seem to have no 
problem with the new Pub hours ac- 
cepting the fact that "Classes are our 
first priority," exclaimed Laurentian 
student, Joel Amsterdam. "If the fac- 
ulty can't wait until they get home to 
have a smoke or a drink, maybe they 
are in the wrong profession." 

At this point, there are a lot of 
other cutbacks around the school that 
affect staff and students in much more 
drastic ways. The main concentra- 
tion of calls and complaints that 
Lambda has received about this issue 
have come from faculty and not the 
students of Laurentian. From my own 
personal experiences in The Pub these 
last two weeks, the students seem 
happy to be there Wednesday dirough 
Saturday nights. There may be a small 
group that are upset too, but it doesn't 
seem to be a large enough group to 
warrant The Pub being open every 
day. 

The SGA and Pub manager 
Pierre Dubois are always available to 
answer any questions that students 
may have about this change in Pub 
policy. Lambda would also like to 
hear from students about this issue. If 
you are for or against it, let us know 
and we will be sure to let the powers- 
that-be know, but as for know, I guess 
we are going to have to study and go 
to class on Monday and Tuesday... I 
wonder what the staff and alumni are 
going to do.

Dr. Margaret Little, professor 
at the Institute for Women's Studies 
and the Department of Political Sci- 
ence at Queen's University, will 
present lectures at Laurentian Uni- 
versity in early October. Invited to 
the University through its Scholar in 
Residence Program, Dr. Little will 
present a public lecture entitled "Des- 
perate Women in Desperate Times: 
Single Mothers' Experiences of the 
Harris Government," on Tuesdi-^, 
October 3, at 7 pm, in Thomeloe 
University's Auditorium. She will 
also deliver a keynote address as part 
of Women's History Month entitled, 
"'A Fit and Proper Person': The His- 
tory of Single Mothers in Ontario," 
on Monday, October 2, at 3 pm, in 
room 1 10 of the University of Sud- 
bury. Everyone is invited to the pub- 
lic lectures and admission is free. 

Dr. Little is the author of "No 
Car, No Radio, No Liquor Permit: 
The Moral Regulation of Single 
Mothers in Ontario, 1920-1997", 



published in Toronto by Oxford Uni- 
versity Press in 1998, which won the 
1998 Chalmers Book Award. She is 
also the author of **A Fit and Proper 
Person: Moral Regulation of Single 
Mothers in Ontario, 1920-1940" in 
Gendered Pasts and *The Blurring 
of Boundaries: Private and Public 
Welfare for Single Mothers in On- 
tario" in Feminism, Political 
Economy and the State: Contested 
Terrain. She has been an anti pov- 
erty activist for more than a decade, 
and has researched topics related to 
single mothers on welfare, welfare/ 
work fare reform, and retraining for 
women on welfare. 

She is a recipient of the 
Queen's University Chancellor's 
Research Award (2000-2005) which 
will study the impact of welfare re- 
forms under the Harris Government. 
She holds a Social Sciences and Hu- 
manities Research Council (SSHRC) 
Strategic Grant ( 1 998-2001 ) to study 
low- income retraining to be carpen- 



ters. With the Canadian Postal Work- 
ers Union (CPWU) she jointly holds 
a one-year SSHRC grant to examine 
non- traditional retraining programs 
for women in CPWU. With Pat Evans, 
York University, and Janet Mosher, 
University of Toronto, she jointly 
holds a SSHRC Strategic Grant 
(2000-2003) to study the impact of 
welfare reforms on the safety and 
equality of women abused in their 
intimate relationships. 

Dr. Little's visit is sponsored 
by Laurentian University's Vice- 
President Academic (Anglophone 
Affairs), Vice-President Academic 
(Francophone Affairs), the Depart- 
ment of History, the School of Social 
Work, the Labour and Trade Union 
Studies Program, the Department of 
Sociology, the Department of Politi- 
cal Science, and the Department of 
Women's Studies. Her visit is part of 
the activities for the World Women's 
March 2000, which is focusing of 
opposition to poverty.

The University of Sudbury's 
Department of Native Studies has 
announced the appointment of sev- 
eral new faculty members for the 
2000-2001 academic year. The pro- 
fessors are expected to contribute to 
the Department's mandate: "promot- 
ing understanding of the diversity of 
Native peoples and their traditions, 
and the historical roots of many com- 
plex issues currently facing First 
Nations and Canada". The particular 
academic and cultural backgrounds 
of the new professors coincide with 
tiiis objective. 

Pamela Toulouse, from the 
Sagamok First Nation, will be teach- 
ing courses in native tradition, cul- 
ture, and psychology. Toulouse is 
presently completing her doctorate at 
the University of British Columbia 
and will become one of the few Na- 
tive women in Canada with a PhD. 

Melanie Verreault will serve 
as a sabbatical replacement, teaching 
courses on native people and law and 
justice. Verreault is a "home-grown" 
academic, attaining both her B. A. 
and M. A. at Laurentian, Her ap- 
IX)intmeni signifies Laurentian's suc- 
cess in cultivating an academic in the 
discipline. 

Martin Bayer, current Tribal 
Chair for the United Chiefs and Coun- 
cils of Manitoulin (UCCM), will teach 
a course in legal research and writ- 
ing. Bayer brings valuable experi- 
ence from his involvement with vari- 




ous First Nations and National task 
forces and organizations. 

Judge Gerald Michel will also 
serve as a part-time lecturer for the 
Department. Judge Michel is re- 
nowned for his efforts to integrate 
Native culture and traditions into the 
judicial system. 

The appointment of the new 
faculty members to the Native Stud- 
ies Department represents the disci- 
pline's continuing effort to promote 
Native self-determination. Nahun 
Kanhai, veteran professor of Native 
Studies, describes the Department's 
initiative as "the self-empowerment 
of native communities, using native 
knowledge." 

This year, The Native Studies 
Department celebrates its twenty-fifth 
anniversary. It was founded in 1975 



with the goal of developing Native 
self-determination, as well as Native 
awareness among non-Natives, in 
mind. It currently boasts a new per- 
spective on mainstream disciplines 
like psychology, history, and reli- 
gious studies. Kanhai emphasizes the 
importance of Native epistemology 
and pedagogy in academia. 

In July, Professor James 
Dumont of Native Studies took an 
early retirement. Dumont was made 
valuable contributions to the Depart- 
ment' s curriculum, student counsel- 
ling, and the native community. 
Dumont was a member of The Na- 
tive Studies Department since its in- 
ception in 1975. This fall. The De- 
partment will celebrate its twenty- 
fifth anniversary with events on cam- 
pus. 



New Task Force to Focus on Ontario's 
Postsecondary Resources on Students 



A new postsecondary educa- 
tion task force will look at ways to 
ensure that students continue to have 
access to affordable, high-quality 
education in the 2 1 st century, Diane 
Cunningham, Minister of Training, 
Colleges and Universities announced 
today. 

"We know that our 
postsecondary system will experience 
significant growth over the next few 
years as more and more students turn 
to our colleges and universities to 
gain the skills and expertise they will 
need to compete in today's rapidly 
changing economy," said 
Cunningham. "To prepare for that 
increased demand, we have already 
increased post- secondary operating 
funding by $73 million to $2.4 bil- 
lion; the task force will provide ad- 
vice and recommendations to ensure 
those dollars and future spending in 
this period of growth continue to be 
invested in a better education for all 
our students." 

The Investing In Students 




Task Force, which will be chaired by 
Jalynn H. Bennett, will study college 
and university administrative opera- 
tions across the province, examining 
options for shared services and iden- 
tifying best practices for administra- 
tive functions such as information 
technology, procurement and data 
collection. Bennett is President of 
Jalynn H. Bennett & Associates Ltd. 
, a consulting firm in strategic plan- 
ning and organizational development 
in both the private and public sectors. 
"In today's knowledge-based 
economy, a postsecondary education 
is of vital importance," said 
Cunningham. "Changing 



demographics, an increasing empha- 
sis on lifelong learning and the intro- 
duction of the new four-year high 
school program will mean that more 
students - both traditional high school 
graduates and older students with 
different needs - will be entering our 
colleges and universities." 

"To meet those needs, On- 
tario students must continue to have 
access to high-quality, relevant edu- 
cation where and when they need it 
throughout Ontario," she added. 

As part of its plan to meet the 
increased demand, the Government 
and its partners have committed $ 1 .8 
billion in the largest postsecondary 
capital expansion in more than 30 
years that will create 73, 000 new 
student spaces at Ontario's colleges 
and universities. 

"This is an exciting opportu- 
nity to review the system to ensure 
that its administrative foundation can 
support the rapid enrollment growth 
and changing needs of students," said

Then, in a wild leap of narrative logic, 
an acid- tripping Coco somehow exchanges personalities with the couples' 
newborn baby. 

HEAVEN'S BURNING 

Midori is on her honeymoon in Sydney with her uptight businessman 
husband. Horrified at her fate, she fakes her own kidnapping. When the 
media gets hold of the story, hubby "s loss of face is splashed across the 
front pages. In turn, crazed with grief and humiliation, he transforms 
himself into a shaven-headed, black leathered biker carrying a very large 
gun and sets out to find her. Meanwhile. Midori is takeniwstage in a bank 
robbery gone wrong, and her life is saved thanks to the intervention of the 
handsome young getaway driver (Russell Crowe).

As well, it will mark the second 
year that 1 will have been attending 
CinefesL I do, however, wish that I 
could say that I had been attending 
for all four years, but due to lack of 
knowledge I really had no clue what 
this 'Cinefest' thing was. 

Last year, my roomate and I 
had nothing to do one night, so we 
were walking around the mall aim- 
lessly when we came across this one 
place that was selling tickets for this 
thing called *Cinefest'. So we picked 
up a book and flipped through it while 
walking through the mall and de- 
cided to pick up a few tickets just for 
the hell of it. It was an experience we 
still don't regret because it gave us a 
chance to see films from a broader 
collection than one you'd find at the 
video store. After reading the film 
bios repeatedly, and much arguing 
later we finally settled on two shows 
to go see. One turned out to be a film 
from Israel called Urban Feel, which 
was about the re-exploration of a 
woman's sex life once her former 
lover comes back into town. The 
other was one of the midnight mad- 




ness shows, which was a documen- 
tary on sadomasochism called Tops 
and Bottoms, The latter was actually 
a Toronto-bom documentary that was 
actually rather enlightening. Both 
shows turned out to be worth the 
money, and had the result of sparking 
my appetite to want more and more 
of these independent films available 
to be watched on a whim. 

Unfortunately, these films are 
not as easy as one would think to find. 
Mind you some of the movies that 
show at Cinefest are accessible; the 
bill doesn't typically include only 
independent films and/or documen- 
taries, but as well, feature some films 
that appear in most major theatres 
and possess the big named stars that 
can draw in the crowds to get nice 
enough numbers. Surprisingly how- 
ever, some of the smaller films actu- 



ally have some of the better-known 
stars in them. I don't know why, but 
I tend to love the movies that see 
bigger named people in the credits, 
but are small budget movies. My 
favorite example is A Price Above 
Rubies, with Renee Zellwegger. 
Many think it was a career faux pas 
for her to do it, but I think it was the 
best work she had ever done. So 
essentially, Cinefest is great in this 
respect because you get to see actors 
and actresses in movies that you might 
otherwise have not seen. 

This year there are so many 
movies that I'd love to see, but unfor- 
tunately my budget is not quite ample 
enough for me to attend all of them, 
so I'll be settling for most. On my 
schedule is one gala show, two spe- 
cial presentations, maybe two Cana- 
dian films, one world film, and one of 
the midnight madness shows. How- 
ever, at like six bucks a ticket 
(roughly) it's not all that budget con- 
straining and pretty much well worth 
the spent money. Not to mention, it's 
almost cheaper than seeing a movie 
at a regular movie cinema. The only 
difference this time is that you can 
add a little international flavour to 
your tastes, should it be to your lik- 
ing.

The Cinefest lineup carries a 
broad variety for the movie-buff to 
choose from. As well as the films 
carrying the possibility of being in 
foreign languages (complete with 
subtitles) and nationalities, they are 
divided up into categories of recogni- 
tion. 

Gala films tend to be like the 
headliners, being the bigger films 
that are Oscar-caliber material. Typi- 
cally these films are shown in the 
7:(X) pm time slot to be accomodating 
to most schedules. As well, the ear- 
lier time slot allows them to host 
after-film receptions which allows 
for crowds to mingle with one an- 
other and discuss the film with a 
broad pannel of moviegoers. Galas 
run everyday of the week, with a total 
of seven shows, one for each day. 

Special Presentations are like 
the warm-up bands; they're great 
movies despite the fact that they did 
not make the gala grouping. Like 
gala movies, they do only play one 
night of the week, but unlike galas 
they play at a variety of hours from 
early evening to late night. There are 
no after-film receptions accompany- 
ing special presentations. However, 
like galas there are seven shows, run- 
ning from the Wednesday until the 
Sunday. 

Features Canada focuses on 
Canadian films. The subject matter 
for this category is never limiting, 
and always diverse. There are about 
1 4 Canadian films this year, running 
from the Thursday until the Sunday. 

World Cinema is, as the title 
implies, films from around the worid. 







Movies in this category are world- 
wide, but mainly films from parts of 
Europe, United States, China, and 
Australia, with the main presence 
being films from the United King- 
dom. The bill has roughly 14 films 
for this year, starting on Thursday 
and running until the Sunday. 

Midnight Madness shows are 
usually the highlight for most people 
at the festival. It seems to be the 
category most likely to be deemed 
* viewer discretion is advised'. Being 
late at night, there is more opportu- 
nity to show movies that are rich in 
sex, violence, drugs, and other such 
subjects. These shows are on the 
Friday and Saturday nights alone, 
starting at midnight of course. 



Director's Tribute shows 
films that are viewed as noteworthy 
and in recognition of great 
filmmaking. This year's tribute goes 
to Giuseppe Tomatore; three of his 
films will be shown during the length 
of the festival. The first is Tuesday, 
the second Thursday, and the final 
one on Saturday, all of which are 
early afternoon showings. 

The other categories are more 
direct and with less contenders. For 
those who enjoy Aboriginal films, 
there is die Aboriginal Program, 
highlighting 2 films this year. The 
Open Vault showcases two classic 
movies (one French, one English) 
that were considered great accom- 
plishments. The Children's Film 
Series is exacUy what it sounds like, 
with 5 films on the line-up that par- 
ents can take their children to see, or 
go to see for themselves if that be the 
case. Cinema Classics is a very 
diverse category, showing a film 
roughly of every genre that possesses 
great classical value and is still rather 
popular. This year there are 5 films in 
this category. 

The CNFB Children's Ani- 
mation is much like the Children's 
Film Series, but are shorter, which is 
good for squirming kids.. There are 
8 shorts in this program, and it runs 
on the Saturday. Canadian Shorts I 
and II are two compliations of vari- 
ous short films created by Canadians. 
Part I runs on the Saturday, and Part 
II on the Sunday. CFC Shorts con- 
tain a more international flavor to 
them, with 4 shorts running on the 
Saturday.
